Vietnamese Holidays During March 


A. 23 Mar 69 - Hai Ba Trung Day: This 
has been a special day for women in South 
Vietnam and celebrates the anniversary of 
the death of the Trung Sisters. The two 
sisters led a revolt against the ruling 
Chinese and won freedom for Vietnam in 
A.D. Al. 


The driving force for their léadere 
ship was provided when one of the sis- 
ter's husband. was killed by the Chinese 
and in retaliation she successfully form- 
ed the revolutionary army which defeated 
the Chinese. 


The sisters made M-Ling in North Viet 
Nam the capital of the freed country. 
Their reign was short-lived, however, 
only three years, The Chinese recaptured 
Vietnam and the sisters, in deep sorrow, 
drowned themselves in the Hat-Ciang River, 


An interesting monument stood at the 
foot of Hai-Ba-Trung Street in Saigon on 
the waterfront commemorating the two sis- 
ters. Many people said the face on one 
of the sisters was that of Madame Nhu, 
the disliked sister-in-law of President 
Ngo Dinh Diem. According to a Vietnamese 
writer, on this holiday ‘Madame Nhu once 
rode in a parade atop an elephant, as one 
of the Trung sisters, On the successful 
coup d'etat of November 1, 1963, a jubi- 
lant mob tore the statue apart. They did 


this because of their dislike for Madame 
Nhu, not because of the Trung sister's 


history.

B. 26 Mar. 69.- Hung Vuong Day: The sig- 
nificance of this cay is tied to the leg- 
endary beginning of Vietnam, According 
to one account Chen Nong, ene of the 
founders of the Chinese civilization, had 
a grandson named King De Minh, This 
grandson made an inspection tour in the 
"South" and while there married a "mor- 


tal", Their eldest children were given 
the northern empire (or China) and the 
youngest, King Duong Vuong, was made 


"King of the South" and formed the first 
Vietnamese dynasty. The land is believed 
is China- 
today. 


One of King Duong Vuong's sons, Lac 
Long Quan, was supposed to have married 
the daughter of a neighbor prince, and 
she "laid a hundred eggs" from which were 
born the same number of sons. 


According to legend, Lac Long Quan 
gave 50 sons to their mother and kept 50 
himself, The eldest of these 50 sons 
came to the throne as the first in a line 
of 18 princes. All of them had the same 
name or title, Hung Vuon, and were dis- 
tinguished by numbers, Because of this 
legendary beginning, many Vietnamese con- 
sider themselves releted to each other.

FUNDS FOR R&R 


Members going on R&R may request partial 
payments of unpaid pay and allowances to 
which they have accrued an entitlement. 
The amount authorized to be paid is the 
lesser of either the amount requested, 
the amount of accrued pay and allowances 
to date of payment, or an amount that 
would assure a sufficient balance at the 
end of the month to satisfy all allotment 
and other charges against the member's 
pay account. Members who have wisely let 
all or a portion of their pay accrue (ie, 
be carried forward in their pay account) 
may easily draw a portion or all of the 
accrued amount in addition to the partial 
payment of current month entitlements for 
their R&R trip. Advance payments or pay- 
ments for future periods are not authori- 
zed for R&R purposes. Advance payments 
can be made only on ordered PCS reassign- 
ments.

Giscontinuance date as of the month prior 
to DEROS month, Members who extend their 
tour and have Class "S" Allotments in ef- 
fect should take action to extend the 
continuance of their allotment through 
the month prior to the adjusted DEROS 
Gate if they desire that allotment depos- 
its continue. Action may be accomplished 
by signing a revised DA Form 1341 (Allot- 
ment Authorization) at the finance sec- 
tion,

CAREER COUNSELOR'S CORNER ? 


Let's open this column to discuss some= 
thing on everybody's mind - Vietnam, As 
we all know, there is a job to be done 
over here and experienced men are needed. 
However, a tour in Vietnam also offers 
golden opportunities that will benefit 
you from financial and career standpoints, 


For example, have you ever given any 
thought as to how much additional money 
you can make anc save while in Vietnam? 


First off, all pay and allowances for en- 
listed meh are tax-free, Just add your 
withholding taxes to your take-home pay 
and you can see how much additional money 
you will have. 


That's just a start. Add the extras. De- 
pending upon your rank, you will receive 
an additional $8 to $22.50 a month fore- 
ign-duty pay. That's tax-free. Hostile- 
Fire pay will add another $65 a month to 
your paycheck, again tax-free. 


What other benefits does the man in Viet- 
nam get? 


Well, there is free postage and up to 7 
days of R&R for every 12 months of ser- 
vice, For this R&R, the Army flies you, 
free of charge, to such locations as Hong 


Kong, Bangkok, Tokyo, Singapore, Austral- 
ia and Hawaii. You may also go ona 3 
day R&R within Vietnam, a 
When your one-year tour of duty is over 
in Vietnam, and if you decide to extend 
in the country for an additional six 
months, you will be given 30 days of non- 
chargeable leave, including free round- 
trip transportation to almost any point 
in the free world that you select. 


For the man who does not want to extend 
his tour in Vietnam, there are other op- 
portunitics. 


Toward the end of a Vietnam tour, any en- 
listed person, regardless of “pay grado, 
may reenlist for the CONUS Station-of- 
Choice option. This assures a one-year 
stabilized tour at tho stateside station

you choose. It is normally open only to 
enlisted men in grades El through E6. In 
Vietnam it is open to everyone regardless 
of grade. 


The Oversea Area-of-Choice option is a- 
nother reenlistment opportunity open to 
enlisted men in Vietnam, It is available 
to men in grades E6 or below without re- 


gard to number of years of service com- 
pleted. 

A third option for which the Vietnam- 
based enlisted man is eligible is the 


drill sergeant reenlistment program, It 
offers a stabilized tour of 18-months at 
a stateside training center of the man's 
choice. Qualified NCO's and Specialists 
in grades E4 through E7 can reenlist for 
this duty while in Vietnam or any other 
‘unaccompanied short-tour area, A big ad- 
vantage of the drill sergeant program is 
that a man can be promoted from E5 to E6 
without regard to time in grade or ser- 
vice, Eligibility lists for this fast 
promotion opportunity are made up from 
those drill sergeants with four months of 
outstanding performance. 


So, as you can see, a tour in Vietnam of- 
fers you both financial and career ad- 
vantages.
